A Strong War Feeling Prevails at the

The Recent Attack on the Afghans

Sr. PerersstrG, April 11.—The Journal De St. 
Petersburg. speaking evidently by official inspira- 
tion, comments on the recent Govern- 
ment utterances in the British Parliament 
upon the Penj-deh incident as premature.

M- Gen. Grant dosed 
comfortably until 1 a. m., when he became restless 
and suffered from pain inhis throat. The usual 
local applications were made, giving partial relief.

Since that time be has been 
dozing and sleeping by turns._ His pulse is 68, tem- 
perature 99.5.

NO DANGER JUST NOW. 

As Dr. Shrady left the house this morning he said 
that Gen. Grant had passed a very quiet night. He 
slept profoundly until 2 a. m. without the aid of an 
anodyne. At that hour he became somewhat rest- 
less and an opiate was administered,after wulch he 
slept until morning. He took nourishment as usual. 
Senor Romero, with valise in hand, entered at 9:30 
and Senator Chaffee followed close behind bim. 
At 10:50 Jesse Grant, wife, nurse and child and 
Mrs. Sartoris left the house and boarded a Madison 
avenue car going down towo. The feeling of safety 
enjoyed to-day by the family was further evidenced 
by the fact that Mrs. Fred Grant, nurse and child 
left the house and entered the park for a morning 
stroll. She returned at 11:45 a. m. A visitor to 
the house between 10 and 11 o’clock met the 
General's wife in the hall, and she invited him 
to go into the General's room and see him. 
Gen. Grant was reclining and the visitor was sur- 
prised to find him appearing so well. Senator 
Chaffee, Senor Romero, Jesse and Fred Grant were 
present, and the General was taking nourishment 
at the time. 


DOING WELL. 

Dr. Douglass arrived at 1:20, after having 1 
away since last night. He will remain for the con- 
suitation with Drs. Barker and Shrady at 2 p. m., 
after which a bulletin will be had. With reference 
to rumors that the General had been delirious and 
had been talking incoherently, this statement at 
1:40 p. m. was made to one who called. At that 
instant the Geveral was doing well.

The bul- 
letins on the consultations held in the afternoon 
have always stated that the doctors verse in per- 
fect harmony, and it was denied by the physicians 
that any operation was intended. It wil) de re- 
membered, however, that Dr. Sands brou ht to 
Gen. Grant's house, a few days ago, instruments 
without which no operation could be performed, 
and that Haid electric batteries were sent 
in Then it was said that the advice of Dr. 
Sands was to be followed, but, however, so 
far as is known, no operation was performed. The 
matter was discussed again at the afternoon 
consultation of Thursday. The decision of Dr. 
Barker and Dr. Sands, that their presence would 
not be necessary again until Saturday, arose from 
the fact that they could not agree with the other 
two physicians.

Paris Letter to London World. 


The relations of the theaters and the news 
papers form one of the most striking instances 
uf the venality of the French press. Attached 
to each theater is a secretary, generally a news- 
paper man, whose duty it is to distribute boxes 
and fauteuils among his colleagues, aud to 
write puffs which are inserted tis in the 
various journals in tacit recognition of the free 
seats received. Formerly the critic of a news 
paper would often say in one column that such 

such a piece was a failure, while in another 
column the puff emanating from the secretary 
of the theater described the same piece as a co- 
lossal success. Nowadays things are managed 
much better. A theater like the Gymnase, for 
instance, pays Le Figaro, I am told, a subven- 
tion of 60,000 francs a year for favorable no- 
tices and puffs of whatever is played there, 
Le Gaulois is entirely at the service of the man- 
ager of the Gymnase, to such a — that it 
refused to insert the puffs of other theaters 
which may have successes. But this is not all; 
there exists also a black band,” composed of 
half a dozen journalists, who, by their connec 
tion with the leading Parisian journals, manage 
to confiscate for their collective benefit the 
minor theaters, like the Varietes, the Nouveau 
tes and the Palais Royal.

Tux effect of the war news on the markets 
during the week shows how anticipation of a 
business recovery tends to bring it about. But, 
war or no war, the situation in other respects 
tends to better prices, insuring renewed busi- 
ness activity. The falling off in imports for 
several years past, and the increasing balance 
of trade in our favor, show that we have been 
increasing, rather than exhausting, our means. 
The imports at New York for the past quarter 
amounted to $95,000,000, against $115,000,000 
for the first quarter of 1884, $119,000,000 for 
the first quarter of 1883, and $125,000,000 for 
the first quarter of 1882. During the past 
quarter our exports from the same port were 
$10,000,000 in excess of the same quarter last 
year. In January and February there were 
exported over 14,000,000 bushels of corn, over 
16,000,000 bushels of wheat and over 2,000,000 
barrels of flour, larger shipments of either sta- 
ple than were ever before made in those two 
months. Corn, especially, is going abroad in 
larger quantities than at any time before in the 
past four years. The idea that the great sur- 
plus of last year’s vast crops would rot on our 
hands for want of foreign demand has been 
dispelled, and all reports from the winter wheat 
crop make it pretty sure that better prices 
must prevail for all we have to spare, war or 
no war. This means money for the farmer’s 
pocket, enabling him to pay his bills and buy 
more from the merchant and the manufacturer ; 
and that means a surfeit from over-production, 
an end of stinted consumption, and a renewal 
of demand and of industrial activity in meet- 


ing it.

FUREIGN NOTES. 


The week closes with a very cheerful prospect of 
an Angio-Russian war; a strong probability instead 
of the mere possibility of seven days ago. This 
change in the situation has been brought about, 
not by a sharp difference of opinion between the 
diplomatic agents of tue two governments, but by 
a sharper discussion of words in the very terri- 
tory whose ownership diplomacy was expected to 
settle, Just that event has occurred which the 
most int elliuent observers had antic ipated as liable 
at any moment to bring matters to a decisive issue: 
a fight between the Russian and Afghaa troops. 
From the scanty facts thus far obtained, there is 
little or no doubt that the burden of responsibility 
for this collision rests upon the Russiana They 
may not have fired the first shot, but by pushing 
their outposts into territory which the Afghans 
claim, and which unquestionably belongs to them, 
they provoked attack—must have expected it, and 
were evideutly prepared to meet it. Under such 
circumstances to call the Afghans the aggressors 
is both ridiculous and impudent. As well call ag- 
gressor the man who resists and assauits the burg- 
lar breaking into his house. Morecver, it is im- 
possible to escape the conclusion thst the Russian 
troops were stationed there for the very purpose 
which has been accomplished; that General Kom- 
aroff was acting under seeret instructions from 
St. Petersburg, and that he delibera'ely precipitated 
the conflict which is likely to transfer the case from 
court to cainp—from peaceful negotiation to the ar- 
bitrament of arms. 

But be this as it may, the time for shil!y-shally- 

ing is past, and there will now be a square back- 
down or a square knock-down. Russia must either 
formally disavow, condemn and punish the action 
of Komaroff, or take the cons- quences of refusal in 
the shape of war @ith England. English public sen- 
timent is unanimous on this point. The tone of the 
leading journals, the expressions of popular feeling 
in London and elsewhere, the questions and an- 
swers in the House of Commons, and the unmis- 
takable language of Mr. Gladstone himself—al! indi- 
cate that compromise is at an end, and that Russia 
must either play or pay.“ and decide at once which 
she wil! do. Meanwhile, if the British Government is 
wise, or even ordinarily sensible, Herat will 
be occupied and fortified with the least possible de- 
lay. This should have been done before, for if 
Russia really means war a Russian force may now 
be in possession of the “Key of India,” thereby 
com pelling England to try the chances of a long 
and costly siege. The offersive and defensive alli- 
ance which Lord Dufferin has arranged with the 
Ameer of Afghanistan was not effected an instant 
too soon; though itis not improbable that the cer- 
tainty of this alliance hastened the movements 
which led to the battle of Kushk. A few days, 
perhaps a few bours, will tell whether that battle 
was the beginning of a great Asiatic and European 
war. or only a trifling accident which diplomatic 
skill can bridge over. 

Affairs in the Soudan are dwarfed into insignifi- 
cance by the threatening outlook in Afghanistan. 
Gen. Graham has done nothing to redeem his badly 
damaged reputation, and Lord and Lady Wolseley 
bave been sent to supercede nim. The Wolseleys will 
do no more than Graham has done, so far as open- 
ing the road from Suakim to Berber is concerned. 
Indeed that job is practically abandoned for the 
present, and may never be resumed. The sober 
second thought of England is gradually indorsing 
the truth of the recent remark of ex-Khedive 
Ismail that “ali the armies England and Italy are 
able to gather, cannot conquer and hold the Sou- 
dan.“ In event of war with Russia, the larger por- 
tion, if not the whole of the British force, will be 
withdrawn for more importent servicein other 
quarters, and Italy may then add the Suakim-Ber- 
ber elephant to ber Massowah menagerie. If that 
war should be avoided, the Woseleys may be al- 
lowed to skirmish around fora few monthe, then 
patoh up a peace with the enemy they cannot whip, 
and come home to find the difference in popular 
estimation between success and fatiure. To all

Other- 
wise, Brisson & Co. will speedily share the fate of 
Ferry & Co. The French Republic, it should al- 
ways be borne in mind, rests upon popular caprice 
rather than upon deliberately expressed popular 
will, Consequently, as wise old Louis Philippe said, 
“everything is possible in France. No new devel- 
opments in the Chinese war, except unverified 
rumors of peace negotiations. There will bave to 
be more war before there is any peace. The Chi- 
nese are encouraged by the recent vie- 
tories, and the French correspondingly 
depressed but the depression is not 
deep enough to destroy the desire for another trial 
of strength, in the hope of regaining lost prestige. 
On the other hand, China is not likely*to accept 
terms now which she declined a month ago. Mili- 
itary success has naturally stiffened the Celestial 
backbone, and until that stiffness is removed by 
reverses the concessions demanded by France will 
not be granted. The vote of $30,000,000 for opera- 
tions in Tonquin shows that the war sprit in the 
legislative assembiy has been stimulated rather 
than weakened by disaster. 

In Germany and Austria. nothing has transpired 
dexerving mention. Italy is still pushing her busi- 
ness in the Soudan. and may get a great dea more 
of that pie than she can conveniently digest The 
alleged serious illness“ of the Pope turns out to be 
only a bad toothache accompanied by neuralgia, 
from which he is recovering. Tne Spanish govern- 
ment has ordered the construction of two first-class 
steel-plated turret ships, of most approved model. 
Which suggests Dean Swift's remark about the 
municipal authorities of Dublin on a certain occa 
sion: that when there was nothing left worth de- 
fense, they built a magazine.

REVOLUTIONIZING A TRADE, 


A Brooklyn Man's Machine for Weaving 
Cane Chair Seats. 
By Telegranvh to the Post-Dispatch. 
New Yors, April 11.—A Brooklyn citizen has just 
patented a machine that will bring to this city a 


great amou t of work that is now done in many 


country towns in this State, Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts, and which will revolutionize the chair 
trade. It is a loom for weaving cane chair seats. 
An expert mannal operator can cane a seat 14xi0 
inches in one hour and forty minutes. The new 
loom will do the same work in thirty-five minutes. 


In hand work a large item of expense is the waste 
of cane, while in the machive every inch is utilized. 
The new loom consists of an oblong frame mounted 
on four legs: The cane warp is wound in bobbins 
in front, each stand being separated by a brass disk 
and passed up througu a perfora ed bar to a series of 
below guiies working vertically on eccentric canes, 
the frames. Then tne warp to the seat that 
is to be woven, where the ends are fastened. The 
cane being “set up,” the weaver turns a cylinder 
that alternately raises and depresses the verticle 
guides and passes the woof backward and forward 
with an exceed ngiy 
SIMPLE AND INGENIOUS SHUFFLE. 

The weaving bein tinisned tie seat is pushed back 
and one after another put in its place until the 
length of cane warp is exhausted, wnen they are 
out a The loose ends are then woven in diag- 
onally with the shurtie by hand, ail the work being 
done on tue surface and thus saving the long up 
and down puliof the hand worker. Te seat is 
fastened with a border in the oid style. Some idea 
of the effect of the new loom on the chair weaving 
business may be gained fromthe statement that 
one house alone in this city turns out annually 
nearly 56,000,000 chairs.

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Personal Characteristics of the Great 
Soldier Not Generally-Known. 
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The ex-President Streng in His Likes and 

Dislikes His Disappointment at Chicago 
—John Sherman Cordially Hated and 
Arthur Despised. 


Special Cotrespondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHNWarox. Avril 8.—Washington has seen two 
great funerals, those of Lincoln and Garfield. That 
of Garfield attracted as great a crowd as there was 
here upon the day of nis inauguration. The people 
of Washington are fond of spectacular display, 
whether the occasion of it is a sad or a joyful one. 
Already the town is talking of the demonstrations 
which wiltake place when the remains of Gen. 
Grant are brought here to be buried. He is re- 
garded by every one here as a citizen of this town. 
Washington is identified with allof his great tri- 
umpbs. If he had taken the advice of his friends 
he would have settled down here quietly after his 
return from his journey around the world. He had 
a good house here which had been given 
to Mrs. Grant by some of his friends. He might 
have lived here surrounded by his old friends, 4 
quiet, happy life. He was very much mortified, 
however, by his failure to secure the nomination at 
Chicago in 1880, He attributed his defeat to the 
influence of Mr. Blaine and John Sherman, This 
defeat gave him adistike for Washington. He did 
not wish to remain here and sit as a quiet specta- 
tor in the background to witness the triumph of 
the Republicans who fought him at Chicago, This 
had as much as anything to do with his going to 
New York. If he had not gone into business be 
probably would have returned to Washington at 


the beginning of the Arthur Administration. 
If Arthur had sought his counsel or advice 
or if he had shown much of a=  friend- 


ship for him, he might have taken more interest in 
Washington affairs, Grant and Conkling were al- 
ways intimate. When Arthur became President 
these gentlemen naturally expected to have a 
proper influence with him. Arthur was too small 
to permit them to continue their close re- 
lations with him. He was afraid of being 
overshadowed. At first he showed signs of desir- 
ing to lean upon some man stronger than himself, 
At the Elberon, during the few days that Garfield 
was there, Gen. Grant took an extraordinary inter- 
est in his case. His cottage was about half a mile 
away from the Elberon, where Gen. Garfield 
was. Every day Gen. Grart came 
driving up in a single wagon to ask for 
news. He was then the perfect picture of health. 


He generally wore a linen duster buttoned tightly 
to his coin with a black siouch hat pulled well down 
over his bronzed, healthy looking face. His air of 
robust vigor ai that time would have warranted the 
prediction that he had at least twenty years longer 
to live. When Garfield died, Arthur was brought 
to Long Branen. He was with General Grant dur- 
ing his sl. ort stay, General Grant went with him 
in the same car to Washington. Every one then 
thought that Arthur would surely offer him a seat 
in his new Cabinet. It would have been a natural 
and graceful thing todo. General Grant, however, 
would not have accepted it. The matter was 


broached to him one by one 
of his friends. He was asked whether he 
would necept a place. His reply 


was that no man who had been President could at- 
ford to accept a Cabinet position under another one, 
This remark was carried to Arthur. Whether he 
had originally intended to offer Granta piace or 
not is not known, At any race no offer was made.

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course, that he could not refuse to goto a dinner 
where Blaine should happen to be as a guest. The 
two men did meet finally, but it was not 
until Mr. Blaine called upon General Grant 
that the meetin took place. General

have heartily supported him during the campaign 
if the financial disaster which overtook him had 
not kilied his influence.

In the closing hours of Grant's life there is a great 
dea] being published about bim which is absurdly 
untrue He is represented by nearly every one as a 
very mild mannered man, incapable of harboring 
anithosity or hard feelings. This is the reverse of 
his disposition. He emay have softened some 
during the closing days of his life, but all through 
the days of his power he was particularily 
noticeable the extreme vigor of 
his dislikes as well as for the 
strength of his likes. He was never hypocritical, 
however. He never could tolerate about him a 
person who was not agreeable to him. His rude- 
vess to people that he did not like made him a 
great many enemies, When he was President he 
would not permit the representative of an unfriend- 
ly newspaper to see him orto speak to him. I re- 
member during the interviews that I had with him 
last spring at the Ariington Hotel, he was most 
emphatic in denouncing John Sherman. I[ wrote 
out the interview and carried it back to the Genera! 
in the evening for revision. I had toned down some 
of his expressions regarding Sherman, thinking 
that in the heat of “private conversation he 
had said more than he would like 
to have made public. When he came to 
read over the interview in the manuscript he no- 
ticed the modification of his expressions of his dis- 
like for Sherman. He seized his pencil with a grim 
shutting of his mouth as he said: his is too mild 
for Sherman. I said more than that. Whereup- 
on he wrote in himself, in a bold, vigorous hand, 
the expressions he originally used. 


Another false idea of Grant is given out by some 
of his friends, and that is that he is a writer. He 
is not a writer. He does not compose easily. 
Writing for him is a labor. The work upon his new 
book, about which so much has been 
is the work of Gen. Adam Badeau. Gen Grant, 
have no doubt, has furnished all of the material 
and all of the ideas in the memoirs as far as the 
have been prepared, but Badeau has done the wor 
of tomposiuon. Tue most that Geo. Grant has 
done upon this book has been to rough 
notes and memoranda for its various chapters. It 
is important to understand Gen. Grant as he is, 
and not to have his character hidden by foolish 
misrepresentation. He is one of the greatest 
soldiers of his time. He is one ot the overshadow- 
ing fi ofour historv. If one were to believe 
the milk and water stories that some of his friends 
have told about him during the six months, it 
would disprove his possessing the qualities which 
are necessary toa great soldier. He is a man of 
strong character. he has great decision. He hates 
and he likes in a strong way. He is not a man who 
could chain himseif down toa desk to write. He 
has been essentialiy a man of action all his iife. He 
is SO great that he can weil to have the 
exact truth about him told.
